The actions of the Qualifications Tony Prichard 
Committee and ^ Student 
Council in the past week have 
specific bearing on which stu- _ 
ents are running tof office this 
year. ^ 

Nin« candidate! for 'Office were 
diaqualified at the first meeting of 
the Qualiflcationa Cofnmittee, a 
group composed of the president 
and secretary of Stud^ Bar Asso- 
ciation, Mortar Board, Omicron 
Delta Kapps and tlM Iteliglous 
Council. ^ 

Those disqualified at that time 
were Vivlanne Hooppaw, Bill Redel 
and Tony Prichard of the United 
Students League, and Bill Graver, 
marshall Gardner and Beryl Conk- 
lin of the Allied Party. The rejec- 
tion of candidates Jim Bacon for 
President, Ben Genufi and Fred 
Holcomb was the first evidence 
students had that a third party was 
in the process of formation. 

The Qualifications Committee met 
again last Tuesday to consider ap- 
peals from those' who were disquali- 
fied. Upon the presentation of ad- 
ditional evidence, Vivlanne Hoop- 
paw, Tony PrichartL BUI Redel, Bill 
Graver and Marshall Gardner were 
considered eligible to run for Stu- 
dent Council offices. Virginia Nalls 
was accepted to replace Beryl Conk- 
lin as Social Chairman -candidate. 

Miss Conklin had been (^qualified 
for lack of activities. i 
Fred Holcomb, the Inependent 
candidate, was alto olnpted but 
the Student Council reified his 
candidacy on Wednes<£lb| when It 
was learned that he wag carrying 
three semester hours of - work in- 
stead of the required foUfi 
Jim Bacon and hla altffnate, Ed 
Gee. third party aspirants for pres- 
ident, chose to appear before the 
Student Council, which sat as a 
Board .of Appeals from the Qualifi- 
cations Committee Wednesday 
night. Bacon was rejected 6 n the 
basis of not having sufficient meri- 
torious service at the University, 
while Gee was put out of the race 
because he carried five instead of 
the six semester hours work re- 
quired for presidential candidates. 

Genua did not appeal after* the first 
decision of the Qualifications Com- 
mittee. 

Every disqualified candidate of 
the Allied Party and the United 
Students League ‘was reinstated 
with the exception of Miss Conklin 
(Allied). None of the students who 

attempted to start a third ticket 

. 5 (Auh«i 4 were Judged qualified to stay in 
the political race. 

Disqualified candidates have one 
final appeal to the Student Life 
Committee. It Is understood that, 
with the possible exception of Fred 
Holcomb, none of those disqualified 
will attempt the final appe^. 

Nancy Narmer, secretary of the 
Qualifications Committee, stated 
that fairneu to the students de- 
manded complete publicity on the 
work of her group. 


• ANYTHING CAN and prob- 
ably will happen as University 
students vote tomorrow, Thurs- 
day and Friday for Student 
Council officers, climaxing a 
campaign filled with heavy 
underground activity and politi- 
cal maneuvering. 

Polling places will be open on 
election days from 11 to 1 and 
5:30 to 7:30 In the Student Dub, 
Hall of Government and the Lew 
School. A ballot box In the Medical 
School will be open from 12 to 1 
on Friday. Only students who pre- 
sent their activity, books will be 
allowed to vote. # 

Votes will be counted iMturday 
and the results will be announced 
during Intermission at the Glee 
Club Dance that night. 

Two recognized coalitions, the Al- 
lied Party and the United Students 
League, continue to hold the politi- 
cal field. Candidates who last week 
attempted to form a third party 
were put out of the race by the 
Qualifications Committee and later 
by the Student Council sitting as 
a Board of Appeals. 

f is generally understood that 
Fred Holcomb, former president of 
the Engineers’ Council, will carry 
a further appeal as an Independent 
candidate to the Student Life Com- 
mittee, which can give a final deci- 
sion on qualifications. If his appeal 
Is granted. Holcomb will run for 
Program Director of the Council.

V-12 college program have been 
chosen, on the basis of grades, to 
report for physical examlnaUon and 
a series of Interviews. 

Final list will be released by the 
Navy about June. 

Tt has been announced by* the 
Navy Department that 80 per cent 
of the men called to active duty 
July 1 under this program will be 
Inactive reservists already In col- 
lege. The other 20 per cent will 
be high school graduates who have 
enlisted In the Naval Reserve. 
They will enter immediately on a 
prescribed Navy curricula, whllq 
college reservists, placed on an ac-* 
tlve status, will be permitted to 
complete additional studies under 
their existing academic program. 

ResulU of the Army tests will be 
sent to students if sufficiently high, 
and they may then apply for vol- 
untary induction- If accepted, they 
will receive basic training, "lind be 
sent to college later, provided 
their work during basic training Is 
acceptable. 

The Univeralty. which has been 
offered for service under the 
armed services training program, 
has not yet been Inspected by the 
Army and Navy, Dean WlUlam C 
Johnstone said. 

Primary purpose of the Navy col- 
lege training program, as outlined 
above, is to disrupt as little as pos- 
sible the academic work of reserv- 
ists now in college, as well at to 
allow college administrations to 
shift to the new V-12 curricula by 
stages, and thus avoid undue dis- 
locations in academic programs.

To Be Lecturer 
In Summer Session 


e dR. HANS NEISSER haa been 
appointed Visiting Lecturer in Eco- 
nomics in the Summer Sessions, it 
was announced yesterday by Dr. 
Donald S. Watson, Acting Execu- 
tive Officer of the Department of 
Economics. 

Dr. Neisser will teach two 
courses: Business Cycles and Mone- 
tary Problems. 

Dr. Neisser is at present consult- 
ing economist In the OPA, being 
on leave of absence from the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, where he 
Is professor of economics. He has 
an international reputation in his 
field. Dr. Watson stated, having 
played a prominent role In eco- 
nomic research In Germany before 
the rise of Hitler. 

In Ormsny he was associated 
with the then world famous Insti- 
tute for World Economics and 
Ocean Transportation at the Uni- 
versity of Kiel, where he was also 
professor. He has written many 
articles on economic proUems and 
enjoys a high reputation for hla 
book on- the international aspects 
of the business cycle. 

Dr. Watson commented that the

'Sex Not En Masse Subject,' 
Jarman Declares to P-T Group 


• BRINGING THE sex education 
subject directly to those who will 
in the end decide Its fate, Dr. B. H. 
Jarman went on record Thursday 
as definitely , "opposing the insti- 
tution of a sex hygiene course in 
high schools today." 

Speaking before members of the 
Parent-Teacher discussion group. 
Dr. Jarman based his opposition to 
such a course on: 

1. Lack of adequate personnel. 

2. Nature of the problem itself. 

3. Reactions of the community. 

We don’t have and cannot get 

the type of person necessary to 
treat this subject intelligently, he 
told his audience. "Not, anyway,** 
he added, "for what we’re willing 
to pay." 

The only type personnel avail- 
able now. he said, la the "frustrat- 
ed old maid or bachelor," them- 
selves ignorant on many phases of 
the subject. 

Instruction from them would be 
far more harmful than beneficial 
he contended. 

"Sesc. like religion, cannot be 
dealt with en masse." It requires 
individual instruction. *This." Dr. 
Jarman explained, "Is well-nigh Iro- 
posalble today. Classes are too 


large and cannot be further broken 
down." 

"Should the problems of person- 
nel and class sIms be overcome, we 
would still have to face the reac- 
tions of an aroused community." 
Dr. Jarman said. 

"You can’t get Into such a con- 
troversial discuaslon without delv- 
ing into birth control." This would 
bring religious leaders Into the 
fore. With them would come the 
parents. 

Making R dear that with Ideal 
conditions he would be wholeheart- 
edly in favor of such a course, Dr. 
Jarman proposed thst In Its stead, 
for the time being, more economics 
and psychology courses be intro- 
duced. 

’Bex. after all," he said, "la only 
a minute part of a much broader 
problem." 

"Most marriages are broken up 
because of peychologlcal or eco- 
nomic dlsturbancce. ikther than be- 
cause of sexual IncompatablHty." 

He proposed, therefore, that eco- 
nomics and peyehotogy courses be 
expended In high schools, end that 
**tn education be reserved for the 
home and church until some future 
time."

Small Campus Groups Deserve 


More Puhlidfy, Poll Shows 


• COMPLETION of the first poll 
of the Student Opinion Survey, 
sponsored by the Hatchet, was an- 
nounced Sunday by Martin Krles- 
oerg, director of the project. The 
maiden effort dealt largely with 
student reactions to the Hatchet 
itself. In all. about 100 studenta 
were Interviewed. * 

Answers to the questions: Did 
you read a copy of the Hatchet 
within the past two weeks?" and 
"Do you receive a copy of the 
Hatchet regularly?’’ revealed that 
92 per cent of those Interviewed 
received and read the newspaper 
within the past two weeks. 

In order to obtain student pref- 
erences the contents of the 
Hatchet, those Interviewed were 
asked the following question: "If 
you do receive It regularly, what 
Items would you like to see more 
of, less of, about the eame?" The 
choices offered were "Sports; 
“Profs" and courses; Fraternities 
and sororities; other school

the show, a lyric writer attached 
to the thMtr^ tad a wandering 
aviator. 

The ecript carried quite a few 
good comedy lines. However, it 
was pelnfully overwritten with a 
cross between a preparations lec- 
ture and the English equivalent of 
a fourth of July oration. 

Each of the two presentations 
'was doomed within the first few 
minutes by lighting and eortain 
mishandling which put the audi- 
ence in the frame of mind to 
laugh at* the qrrong tlmee— which 
they did. 

A major redeeming feature of 
the venture was the development 
of what promises to be a new star 
In campus drama circles. In a role 
that could have been done very 
badly by the wrong person, Ann 
Evans turned in a very sincere and 
convlndnf performance In the 
major feminine romantic lead. In 
her first leading role. Miss Evans 
showed promise of future suceets 
at both a dseoratlve infftnus and 
a dramatic, actress.

The battle cry is heard once 
again as both machines stampede 
their way down voters lane with 
Vivianna Hooppaw (USD and 
Charles "Chuck” Daugherty (AP) 
leading the charge. Victory or de- 
feat . . . which will It be? The 
voters will decide. 


on the great Service Party the 
smooth working mechanism of 
party politics gained for them the 
driver's seat in the student coun- 
cil from the inception of election- 
eering In 1935 up to and through 
1939. Four times they went to the 
polls with a ruling hand that put 
thefr men Floyd Bourke (35-M), 
William Rochelle. Jr., (36-37), Cap 
Gapdner (37-36), and John Dough- 
efty C38-39) into office. 

The less coordinated opposing 
partiea appeared with such names 
as Progressive, Independent Vot- 
er’s League and Non-Partisan 
League. None however, were in^ 
dicative. of enough political might 
to run down the great aggregation 
assembled against them. In 1938 
the Independent Voter’s League, 
and^ the Non-Partisan League com- 
bined forces to stop the Service 
Party. Their efforts were In vain, 
however, aa they, only gained two 
elective offices. 

The Service Party must be com- 
mended for introducing many new 


Prexy's thalr. Later !he automat- 
ically became Prexy ^ter Vought’s 
resignation. Needless to say Geran 
was completely out. The year be- 
fore the Reform Party swept back 
into office with eight out of ten 
candidates elected. Reform had 
dominated the council the previous 
year and was expected to go down 
In defeat, but the first woman 
president in University Political 
history was elected on that ticket 
to set another precedent, In that 
historical year. 

Frank Mann, a reformlte the 
year before C40) took the election! 
by storm to rid the campus of the 
once mighty Service party political 
machine. Mann and his ticket 
gathered In every elective office to 
leave the Service Party a glorious 
name and strong front but with an 
Impotent Inner pdrtlflcatlon. Im- 
potent enough to let Blackistone 
into office the following year to 
ban politics and completely blot 
out both parties. 

However, before the onslaught 


e IN CONTRAST to last year’s 
political scene of death and pesti- 
lence and stagnation the Universi- 
ty’s campus this spring Is /display- 
ing the usual political party zest. 

For a while, the volcano pitch of 
political party machines was 
silent However, recent devel- 
opments have proven that that 
alienee was only the lull before 
the storm. The turbulent seeth- 
ing political inferno on Ompus is 
now displaying a reasonable fac- 
simile of days of old. 

Speaking of days gone by. It 
might be Interesting to reminisce 
back through these our other elec- 
tion times. Of course, the forcible 
"political ban” of the '42 election 
is still remembered by many. 
Without the aid of party coalitions 
Bob Geran, Aaron Layne, and 
Kimber Vought sought the mighty 
throne. 

Vought was crowded, but only 
by a bare majority and under the 
voting system In effect at that 
time, LaSme took over the Vice

awards should be devised by the Ac- 
tivities Council in conjunction with the 
University authorities. 

The Activities Director of the Stu- 
dent Council shall head the Victory 
Service Drive. He shall appoint Di- 
rectors and receive nominations for 
Directorships from the floor of the 
Activities Council. He shall bsve the 
Dower to group several related flelds 
of war woric under one directorship. 
He shall appoint a publicity director 
to promote the Drive. Each director 
Is to be appointed subject tb the sp-'^ 
proval of the Activities Council. Any 
director falling to fulfill the obllga- 
tlona of his office may be rembved oy 
a majority vota of the Activities Coun- 
cil. 

The duties of the individual direc- 
tors shall be the following: 

They shall provide faciiltles and in- 
formation for engaging In their fluid 
of war work to all Interested t>ersons 
and organisations of the University. 

They shall keep records of the work 
done by individual warworkers and 
tor what organisation they are work- 
ing. 

They shall prepare a written report 
at the end of their terms of office 
giving all Information essential to the 
proper administration of their Jobs and 
Including any recommendations or 
ideas that they may have about the 
future conduct of the office. 

They shall personally Instntct the 
Incoming Director as to the duties of 
their Job. 

Directors should be appointed wben- 
«ver possible to a full year term. 

The directors may use the flies of 
the Student Government Service In 
obtsining help for promoting their 
drives. 

As s prerequisite to entering the 
Drive an organization must submit a 
list of its membership with the names, 
addresses and phone numbers of its 
active members. Any group may be 
credited for war work done by a per- 
son who is not a member of the group 
If that person wishes to do bqJ No 
University organization engaging in 
the Victory Service Drive may be con- 
sidered as a war activity in Itself. The 
overlapping of the memberships of var- 
ious groups on the campus make it 
necessary for each person dolnf war 
work to declare for which organiza- 
tion they are doing the work. This 
will be noted by the Directors of the 
war sctivitles. in each campus organ- 
isation the President shall be the rep- 
resentative.

There is a need for both men and 
women as counselors for children's 
summer camps due to high-salaried 
defense jobs enticing away many 
would-be counselors. The salary 
for these positions range from $50 
to $65 a month with food and lodg- 
ing Inclusive. The average term 
of a counselor Is two months. The 
Girl Scout organization is particu- 
larly anxious to obtain college stu- 
dents for their camps in the vicin- 
ity of Washington. 

From time to time there is a 
call for a survey -investigator to 
ask questions of the public by a 
scientific method to determine the 
answer to various problems of 
newspapers and magazines.
